BIG GRAIN ELEVATOR BURNS > 


More Than 200,000 Bushels of \VIieut 


tost with Building. 


Erie, Pa., April 24. — More than 


200,000 bushels of wheat and a large 
wooden grain elevator known as ele- 
vator "A" of the Western Transporta- 
tion company, owned by the Great 
Lakes Transit corporation, were de- 
stroyed by lire here tonight with a 
loss estimated at $000.000. 


The* grain, it is said, was consigned 


to the allies. Officials of the company 
assert that The fire started from, an 
overheated pulloy in a tower on the 
lake side of the elevator. The eleva- 
tor was the remaining one of three 
elevators, built Dy the corporation, the 
other two having been destroyed by 
fire more than a year ago with a. loss 
of more than $800,000 in grain con- 
signee! to Europe. 


Three large freight boats, tied up at 


the docks on which 
the elevator 


stands, were showered with burning 
embers before, they could be towed in- 
to tho bay. They were but slightly 
damaged.

300,000 


bushels of wheat into the pits today, 
later withdrawing 160.000 for ship- 
ment to Canada but a few hours before 
the fire broke out. It was the first 
grain unloaded here this season.

conditions in several of the nations of 
the entente allies have been reported

th£ food supply of the United States, 
and provide additional ships to carry 
produce to Europe. 


Realizing that it will take time to 


make more plentiful American har- 
vests, the immediate object of the gov- 
ernment will be to prevent waste and 
systematize the distribution and ex- 
portation of foodstuffs so that the best 
possible use can be made of supplies 
already on hand. 


Preliminary conferences with mem- 


bers of the British commission now 
here and word received from diplo- 
mats and commercial attaches in the 
allied and European neutral capitals 
have convinced administration officials 
that the food problem i.» grave and 
that the situation is constantly grow- 
ing worse. 
The question of supplying 


food, money and ships will play an im- 
portant part in conferences between 
American officials and members of the 
British and French commissions now 
in this country. 


The President sketched briefly to his 


cabinet today the information already 
receded from Foreign Minister Bal- 
four of Great Britain.

In announcing tho inauguration of 


the new policy the Governor, in a 
statement, said: 


"The state does not desire, nor do 


any of its citizens wish, to have an 
Insane person electrocuted. 
It has 


become customary for friends of con- 
demned murderers to wait until the 
week during which the murderer is to 
be electrocuted and then to make an 
appeal to the executive, upon 
the 


grounds that he is insane. This causes 
much anxiety on my part, and in very 
many cases it is necessary to grant a 
reprieve or-respite, in order that the 
fact of the sanity of the person can 
be properly determined. 


"Under the practice which I shall 


establish in this rnntter, I shall in 
each case, after the court of appeals 
has fixed the time within which the 
man is to be electrocuted, immediate- 
ly proceed to have an examination 
made as above stated, and for such 
purpose I shall designate men of ex- 
perience and training In dealing with 
the insane. 


"In adopting this practice I am 


very certain that it will meet with the 
approval of every person who gives 
the subject the consideration to which 
it Is entitled." 


ENGLAND WILL 


GET FIRST LOAN 


Two Hundred Million Will Bm 


Made Available at Once 


FOR PURCHASES HERE 


Portion of First War Bond I**u« 


Will Finance American 


Military Needs 


•Washington, D. C., April 24.—The 


United States will lend Great Britain 
$200,000.000 probably tomorrow as the 
first loan to any of the entente gov- 
ernments under the ?7,000,000,000 war 
finance law signed today by President 
Wilson. 


The money for this loan will be 


available out of the proceeds of the 
J250,000,000 of treasury certificates of 
indebtedness, due June 30, and Just 
placed with the banks of the country 
through the federal reserve board. 


Secretary McAdoo will call for the 


proceeds of this issue tomorrow morn- 
ing and as soon as the money Is de- 
posited in the various federal reserve 
banks it will be available for the gov- 
ernment's purposes. 
The British loan, 


will be made as soon thereafter as the 
necessary formalities, of transfer can 
be completed. 


Final negotiations for the loan -were 


completed today. The loan is not in- 
tended to cover Great Britain's full 
share of the $3,000,000.000 intended 
for the allies but is designed to meet 
England's financial needs. A some- 
what similar loan may soon be made to 
Italy. 


Tentative plans, under consideration 


by administration officials call for the 
issue of ?2,000,000.000 in bonds as tha 
flret public offering .under the $7,000,- 
000,000 war revenue law signed today 
by President Wilson, to be followed 
by a second issue in from four to six 
months and possibly a third thereafter. 


While the whole program ia sub- 


ject to revision, it is understood that 
officials also are seriously considering 
the advisability of collecting the pro- 
ceeds of the first issue In Installments. 
30 days apart and lasting over a periofl 
of from four to six months. 


Should the first issue be $2,000,000,- 


000 and the installment feature b« 
adopted, it is likely that subscriber* 
will be given four months in which 
to pay for the bonds. This would 
bring revenue into the treasury «.i the 
rate of $500,000,000 a month, ample, 
It is believed to meet the needs of thl 
allies in this country as well as Ameri- 
can military and naval expenses until 
the new taxation measure shall begin 
to produce revenue. 


Indications are that the first iasua 


will be divided among Great Britain, 
France. Russia and Italy, and that 
some portion of it will be reserved 
for American military needs, tha big 
proportion, however, going to the al- 
lies.

WORLDS IN THE MAKING. 


What' Is Taking Plae* In th« Qr&t 


Ntbula In Andr«m«d«. 


We look today on th* things of a 


century, a millennium, ago. Light trav- 
eling at the rate of 180,300 miles a sec- 
ond requires more than four years to 
come from the nearest star, perhaps 
thousands and tens of thousands of 
years from the farthest: hence In every 
case they are not what Is, but what 
was. 


Thousands of nebulae have been «Ws- 


eovered In the heavens. The spiral pat- 
tern of some few nebulae has long 
been confirmation of the theory that 
they are the real beginners of a solar 
system. But there has recently come 
in much evidence of the spiral charac. 
ter of other nebulae that the conclu- 
sion seems forced upon us that practi- 
cally all are in a state of rotation and 
are hence supplying the centrifugal 
force to throw ofl the rings which roll 
themselves up luto planets revolving 
about central suns. 


When opportunity Is given to look di- 


rectly down upon a nebula there re- 
sults' startling evidence of its being 
in rotation. There is no other way of 
explaining its remarkable details of 
structure. Some look like the propeller 
blades of a motorboat; some are actu- 
ally caught in the act of throwing off 
rings which are seen condensing at 
certain centers, rolling themselves into 
planets, henceforth to travel around 
their suns. The great nebula in An- 
dromeda gives striking evidence that it 
is working out another and a greater 
solar system than oar own. 


In short, it seems that in studying 


the nebulae we are being admitted to 
the very workshop of the universe and 
are permitted to watch the actual proc- 
ess of turning out worlds. Nothing in 
the heavens is better fitted to fill the 
very soul with awe. As in tho case of 
the "Used stars," our lives are too 
brief, too feeble our eyes, to detect the 
actual motion.—Frederick' Campbell's 
"Suns and Worlds In the Making."

During the War. v 


Certain members of the Council of 


National Defense are considering seri- 
ously tiie advisability of urging Presi- 
dent TFilson ^o take drastic action Im- 
mediately to stop completely the manu- 
facture and sale of liquor throughout 
the United States. 


Reports based on figures for the fis- 


cal year of 1016 show that action by 
the government to bring "war prohibl- 
tioa" -srould mean the clostngr of 1,332 
breweries and C03 distilleries. 
The 


National Defense Council says it be- 
lieves more and more strongly that the 
nation's imperative need of the 6,000,- 
000,000 pounds of foodstuffs that go 
into the manufacture of liquor la sufll- 
cient reason for the government to take 
the step that some European belliger- 
ents have been forced to take In order 
that their armies and people may have 
sufficient f .(I. 


A decision as to the president's pow- 


er to stop liquor manufacture is under- 
stood to be In the hands of Attorney 
General Gregory. If necessary it ap- 
pears probable that legislation author- 
izing the president to act trill be Intro- 
duced in congress. In this event the 
president would then be empowered to 
take the drastic action, whenever ha 
saw fit. 


Whether he would take It immediate- 


ly or later probably would depend on 
the report made by Chairman Hoover 
01 the National Economy Board, who 
will make a thorough study of food 
conditions in the country and recom- 
mend censers ation measures. 


Growing Okra or Gumbo. 


The home gardener will usually nnd 


it advantageous to grow small quanti- 
ties of certain specialties which will 
add to the attractiveness of the family 
fare and which few housewives will 
trouble to buy. Among Uiese may be 
mentioned okra or gumbo. 


The young pods of this plant are 


the part used. These are employed 
principally in soupe, to which they 1m- 
pnrt a pleasant flavor and a sticky 
consistency. The best pods are grown 
on young plants, but If the pods are 
removed before they are allowed to 
ripen the plants will continue to pro- 
duce them until killed by frost. 


The seeds of okra should be sown In 


the open after the ground has become 
quite warm, or the plants may. be 
started In berry boxes in the hotbed 
nnd transplanted in tbe garden after 
all danger of frost has passed. 
The 


rows sliould bo four feet apart for the 
dv.-arf sorts and live feet ppart (or the 
tall kinds, with the plant* two feet 
apart in the row.

THREE METHODS OF TEACHING 


On* It th* Pion«r French System, An- 


other the Dual Control System and 
a Combination of the Two Which le 
U»ed For Training War Pilote. 


Almost every one has seen an aero- 


plane in lllo'bt, but with the present 
day layman the interest is ccnteied 
more on tlie airman than on the ma- 
chine with which he does the flying. 
Naturally, writes J. G. Gilpatric in 
Popular Mechanics, the first question 
is, "How did ho learn to fly':" 


Flying Is not hard to learn. The es- 


sential assets are common sense and 
patience. Nothing else is required. If 
a man has common sense he will real- 
ize how safe flying has become and he 
will enjoy a reasonable self confluence. 
If he is patient he will not hurry 
through his course. A slipshod knowl- 
edge of flying is more dangerous than 
none at all. By taking things easy « 
month or six weelrs spent at a good 
aviation school will make a raw lay- 
man into a fairly well trained filer. 
and it win give him, the best sport of 
his entire lifetime. 


Of necessity the pioneers of aviation 


tnviglit themselves the tbrn difficult 
and dangerour art, and all airmen in 
the world today owe their flying abil- 
ity to the Wrights, Elerlot and others 
of the men who went before. There 
ari> flying today a number of airmen 
who entered the game in the early 
stages f nd who by luck and persever- 
ance mastered the art -with very little 
outside assistance. These men were 
without more than a rudimentary idea 
of the very principles of flight and 
later realized the dangers they had un- 
dergone. They knew that the average 
person could scarcely survive a self 
administered 
course in airmanship. 


Avintion had coute to stay, and a num. 
ber "f (irtus started regular schools in 
•which the knowledge of the earlier ex- 
periments could be disseminated among 
the ever growing numbers of enthusi- 
asts. 


There ave three basic methods or 


teaching flying—the so called French 
system, the dual control system and a 
combination of the tivo largely used to- 
day for training war pilots. 


The French system was the first in 


general use and consisted in teaching 
oneself to fly toy the constant criticism, 
advice and demonstration of a compe- 
tent pilot instructor. 
The pupil was 


given a heavy, low powered uud wOrn- 
out machine incapable of flying—usual- 
ly called a "taxi"—and was given prac- 
tice ia running the machine on tbe 
ground. In this way he accustomed 
himself to the speed of an aeroplane, 
the Incessant roar of the motor and the 
use of the controls. When the pupil 
could run down the field in a perfectly 
straight line and do it consistently ho 
was given "hops." 


"Hops" were made on a machine but 


slightly better than the taxi and con- 
sisted In making short Jumps across 
the field nt a height of four to five feet. 
This was the most trying1 part of the 
entire course, as at this point smashes 
were most likely to happen. If the 
pupil misjudged his height from the 
ground or in his enthusiasm tried to 
stretch his hop into n sustained flight 
the ending ivas usually disastrous. But 
if he went about mutters sensibly he 
would soon be promoted to "straights." 
or flights In a straight line, about half 
a mile long. The usual height In thh 
work was twenty-live or thirty feet 
from the ground. 


The dual control system tenches 


wholly by demonstration and practice 
ID actual air work. A high powered 
machine fitted with duplicate controls 
is used, and tho pupil starts by riding 
with the uotructor mid wotclung him 
work. By simply resting his Vmntls and 
feet on the controls fie novice can feel 
the amount of motion necessary to 
handle the machine. Gradually the ma- 
chine is given over to the pupil, the 
pilot being ever on the alert to correct 
his mistakes and to dftnonstrate new 
points. As the pupil becomes aioro and 
more skillful the pilot requires harder 
evolutions. 


The dual control system of teaching 


Is somewhat hard on the instructor, as 
it often necessitates five and six hours 
In the air every day for wocks nt a 
time. Tho uver.igc time in the air re- 
quired to train a pupil by this method 
is 41X> minutes, which is divided Into 
(lights of twenty minutes each. It Is 
now used iu this country by all the 
go- "rnment schools and the private 
tlnns 


The combination or English sy-tpin 


consists of equal parts of ground work 
alone and air \\ork with tlio Instmctor 
As the pupil becomes more advanced 
the ground work Is gradually dispensed 
with and air work—.still with the In- 
structor—substituted. I'lnnlly the pupil 
tlie.s alone and after some practice is 
*-<Mit for Ins llepiihc.

What kind of service Is demanded of 


men and women who live under demo- 
cratic institutions? In time of peace 
democracy de- 
m a n d s on the 
part of each indi- 
vidual oa intelli- 
gent interest In 
civic and nation- 
al affairs and a 
conscientious at- 
tention to the 
conduct 
of 
flic 


people's repre- 
sentatives who 
constitute the 
government; it 
demands knowl- 
edge of condi- 
tions, understand- 
ing of the na- 
tion's institutions 
and patriotic de- 
votion in the con- 
servation of those Institutions. 
It de- 


mands these qualities not merely of our 
high minded and high spirited men and 
women who volunteer to protect de- 
mocracy from foes within, but of all! 
Inasmuch as only a few respond to 
this demand, inasmuch, as the majority 
remain selfish and uninformed slack- 
ers, democracy again and again goes 
down to defeat before special privilege 
aad cot -Jpt politicians. In peace de- 
mocracy to be even remotely success- 
ful demands universal service in citi- 
zenship. A wise nation demands more. 
It demands, universal training and 
service in citizenship. 


A democracy that is a true democracy, 


self respecting, vigorous and pledged 
to high principles, will at times inev- 
itably find Itself in a position in re- 
gard to a foreign nation when It must 
either fight or lose its self respect. 
XOYT and again, as at the present hour, 
the nation's very existence as a democ- 
racy may be threatened. Democracy 
has its foes within and its foes with- 
out. Democracy meets and defeats Its 
foes from within by means of an alert 
and conscientious army of citizens 
whose weapons are the tongue, the 
pen and the ballot. Democracy meets 
and defeats its foes from without by 
means of un army made up of thoso 
same citizens armed with guns. We 
know what happens in democracy's 
battles against corruption within when 
a minority only takes an Interest in 
good government and the rest remain 
Indifferent. Corruption wiua. In the 
case of war against a foreign power, Is 
the result likely to be different if we 
depend only on the high spirited but 
untrained few who volunteer? 


Iu our hearts we know, though in 


our minds we may not admit, that if 
government shall be by nil the people 
then the defense of that government 
must be by all the people likewise. 


In a democracy logic and consistency 


demand universal military service. In- 
telligence, prudence aud a study of the 
experience not only of our own nation, 
but of all other nations which have 
boon forced to plunge into war unpre- 
pared, demand furthermore that that 
service be preceded by thorough fram- 
ing in time of peace. 
An untrained 


soldier under modern conditious of 
war is nothing more useful than n car- 
nivorous target, and be is less expen- 


j slve dead than nhvc. 


The logic is clea-—if we bellei e in 


democracy, if we believe in govern- 
ment by the people and believe tsuili- 
cicatly in government by tbe people to 
bo willing'to fight for it against tho 
imposition of n foreign will, then we 
must believe likewise In "a citizenry 
trained and accustomed to arms." But 
"citizenry" does noc mean only Jack 
and Dave and Isidor. 
"Citizenry" 


means everybody. And since there are 
slackers e%en in the V. S. A. that 
niiruis a friendly but resolute "You 
must."

scheduled hour every evening the staff 
oOlcer who has him and his colleagues 
in tow will lead him into an excellent 
hotel In some large town or other and 
assign him to a comfortable bedroom 
engaged ahead. He does not buy can- 
ned provisions, because before going to 
bed the officer buys him au appetizing 
dinner, follows it up with a good break- 
fast the next morning and at luuch 
time introduces him..to a courteous 
general or at a pinch to another hotel 
keeper, by one or the other of whom, be 
is supplied with a prearranged and ex- 
cellent lunch. 


'•He does not buy a revolver, because 


it would be gently but firmly taken 
away from him if he did. 


"If ho is sensible he does not even 


buy himself binoculars, for the officers 
by whom ho will find himself uninter- 
ruptedly accompanied will be glad to 
let him vise theirs, an*, though he may 
not look so picturesque without them, 
he will be much more comfortable if 
he has any hands and knees work to do.
